that the agitation for the election and 
payment by salaries of provencial 
officers in the counties M was started 
by iand speculators,” who wish thus 
to make other people pay for their 
transactions. It says, “They require 
the service of these officials most fre¬ 
quently—indeed, no man who does not 
buy or sell land requires the aid of a 
registrar—and it seems right that the 
registrar should be paid by the person 
who requires his services. To abolish 
the fee system and put the man on 
salary, as some propose, would be to 
call upon us all to aid in the payment 
of an official the services of whom 900 
out of every 1000 never require. This 
view and all other views will no doubt 
bo fully heard heard by the commis¬ 
sion now taking evidence from every 
source on the entire question of 
appointment and payment of public 
officials, and we have no doubt that 
in this matter, as in allothfr questions 
that he has been called upon to settle. 
Sir Oliver Mowat will take good care 
that the public interest shall be con¬ 
served.” This wilT produce another 
shock to the Conservative party. It 
is dawning on some people that after 
all the Patrons are not going to allow 
the Tory party to make a cat’s paw of 
them.—Kingston Whig. 

WILL THE FARMERS FORGET ? 

No liner farming country can bo 
found in the world to-day than that 
which surrounds London and makes 
it what it is, yet Mr. Meredith when 
opening his campaign there was dutnA 
about agriculture. On his eloquent 
silence touching a subject of the great¬ 
est importance the following resolution 
found in the proceedings of the House 
tho session the office of Minister of 
Agriculture was created, will throw a 
perfect flood of light. 

“Moved by Mr. Meredith, seconded 
by Mr. Creighton, that, while this 
House concurs in the proposition to 
give greater attention by the executive 
government to the agricultural inter¬ 
ests of the Province than has hitherto

legislation as carried out by the Mowat 
Government, w f e must come to the con¬ 
clusion that we have received nothing 
but intelligent and wise legislation at 
their hands. ^ 

It is only a few months ago that 
Mr. Mowat was asked by tHe temper¬ 
ance people of this province to pass a 
prohibitory liquor law, and they found 
him honest and equai to the occasion. 
He placed the electors of our various 
municipalities in a position to take a 
vote to ascertain Lf the people were 
ready for legislation of that kind, and 
he found that they were ready by the 
large majority it reepived. 

One of the largest conventions ever 
held in Toronto by the temperance 
people some few weeks after this was 
desirious to ascertain what further 
legislation Mr. Mowat was willing to 
give. He promised them not only by 
word of mouth but in writing, 'that 
the moment he found out that he had, 
or the Province of Ontario had a legal 
right to pass a peremptory liquor law 
he would introduce a measure in the 
House for that purpose. In this, as in 
everything else, we have found him 
honest and straightforward. 

Now, Mr. Editor, when I was asked 
to join the Patrons of Industry I be¬ 
lieved that it was for the purpose of 
helping to fight tlua combines that 
were built up in this country by legis¬ 
lation enacted by the Conservative 
party. These combines never could 
have.existed had it not been for the 
very unwise legislation introduced by 
that party in 1H7«. 

-1 did not think for one moment that 
1 would ever be called upon to do any¬ 
thing which would have a tend¬ 
ency to injure'Sir Oliver Mowat or his 
government. Thousands have sup¬ 
ported Mr. Mowat for years and could 
not see anything»but pure government 
until the alleged sins were pointed out 
by a few men--the grand officers of 
the Patrons of Industry. 

Some think that Mr. Mowat has 
done wrong in appointing county 
officers, and that these officers should 
be elected by the people. I feel surq 
that if this is the wish of the people 
Mr. Mowat will be willing to adopt 
this system. 

PRINCIPAL GRANT ON THE ISSUE. 

The one point that our people every¬ 
where must settle is this : Can we get 
administrators who are determined 
that the commandment *• Thou shalt 
not steal ” shall be observed ? Till 
that is settled it is useless to talk 
about anything else. Provincial rights, 
school questions, tariff reform, British 
connection, canals, cables, railways— 
what is the use of discussing these if 
we sink into a nation of thieves ? That 
is what we must become if we tolerate 
stealing in high places, for what is 
done at the top is sure to permeate to 
the bottom. Look at tho revelations 
that we have had since A891—corrup¬ 
tion in so many quarters that we 
wopd^red if tfjere was a clean spot 
anywhere. A recent instance is epough 
to show how deep aud widespread the 
roots of the malady are, and to show 
how hard it is for a Government to 
act, even with good intentiops, unless 
supported by a healthy public opinion. 
Twp worthy gentlemen were convict¬ 
ed *pd sept tp goal, prison disagreed 
with them, apd they were set free. 
One is about offering himself as a 
candidate for Parliament, the other 
was taken from prison as a conquer¬ 
ing hero. In Mom real fine gentlemen 
received him at the railway station 
with cheers, took lvm to the Windsor 
hotel, and dined and wined him. He 
in reply, said not a word about ill 
health, but declared that the people 
would not allow the Government to 
keep him in prison any longer. When 
convicts get such treatment ordinary 
men will not be much disinclined to be 
classed among convicts. As we think 
of the saturnalia that must have exist- 
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we ere forced to uk vrhat might have 
happened to the rioheet province in the 
Dominion if any easy going politician 
had had oharge of iti strong box ? 
What plunder there was for a song. 
We have timber limits worth tons of 
millions; we could stand a debt of 
twenty or thirty millions as easily as 
Quebeo. A politician of easy virtue 
would have lavished these millions on 
heelers and hangers on, who, in return, 
would be enthusiastically voting him 
* god. Does not this throw some light 
on what we have escaped, and what we 
owe to the man who has been in charge 
of our “ strong box ” for twenty-two 
years ? Assuredly, the revelations 
have had that effect on me. Our 
money is still our,and our own honor is 
safe. Thank God for it, also let us 
keep our powder dry— that is, keep a 
good servant at his post. A man who 
will not read this lesson will not read 
anything. In one word, Ontario can¬ 
not afford to dismiss 8ir Oliver Mowat. 

‘' There is, however, another reason 
for voting for him that appeals to men 
who believe that British connection is 
indispensible to the growth of Cana¬ 
dian nationality. Mr. Mowat was al¬ 
ways Toyal, but in the last two or 
three years he has taken a decided 
public stand that has cost him some 
followers, and that in ray opinion 
should win for him twice as many. 
His acceptance of honor from the 
Queen—and it is clear to me that as a 
rule politicians should neither seek or 
refuse such honors—his Niagara 
speech, his dismissal of an official who 
defied him on a point of duty involved 
in his office to the Crown, these things 
should not be forgotten. When D’Alton 
McCarthy said, “though Sir Oliver 
Mowat has lost Elgin Meyers he has 
gained Mr. McCarthy,” a good many 
added individually, “ and me, too.” In 
one word, those men who are in favor 
of British connection cannot afford to 
dismiss Sir Oliver Mowat. 

Again, there can be no doubt that 
Sir Oliver Mowat stands now for the 
fair treatment of minorities, and that 
is the only way to make possible a 
united Canadian people. Some Protes¬ 
tants seem to be scared now, -and they 
will be ashamed of themselves bye- 
and-bye. We Protestants used to be 
fearless. We used to say that truth is 
great and will prevail; that truth 
needed only a fair field and no favor ; 
but now some of us seem to be afraid 
of the rustling of a leaf. It is fancied 
that one Roman Catholic in a Cabinet 
can bind half a dozen Protestants, and 
that a feeble minority can deprive us 
of our liberties if they get their share 
of a number of paltry offices. The 
forms that this scare takes are so 
extreme that it is impossible for the 
thing to last any time. For instance, 
there is not a more typical Protestant 
in Canada than Hon. Mr. Gibson. He 
is straight from first to last, incorrup¬ 
tible, every inch a man, capable, dili¬ 
gent, an honor to his city. Yet some 
good men are opposing him because 
they think him a slave to Rome. 
They might just as well think him the 
King of the Cannibal Islands. I know 
the force of prejudice and passion, but 
it is difficult to believe that many of 
the intelligent people of. Ontario will 
be carried off their feet by this scare. 
There are bigots on both sides, but the 
great mass of our people do not intend 
to sow dragon’s teeth, and the great 
mass of Protestants have no intention 
of Ughting God’s cause with the devil’s 
weapons. 

I cannot help saying here that I 
wonder a little that Mr. Meredith does 
not speak out what he must feel with 
regard to the P.P.A. Coquetting with 
such an association, or even silently 
accepting its aid must be fatal 
to him. It may be said that he 
is not coquetting. No, but the receiver 
is as bad as the the thief. Such allies 
must have their price, and they are 
sure to act as a boomerang.

Ottawa, Out., May 30.—After routine 
yesterday Sir John Thompson introduced a 
bill to amend the Dominion Elections Act 
by shortening tho time hitherto allowed in 
certain constituencies lor nominations and 
polling days. 

l)r. Landerkin enquired whether the 
First Minister had made provision for hav¬ 
ing the declarations tako place as early as 
in the local election. 

Sir John Thompson replied that there 
was no provision to that effect in the bill, 
and his attention had not been drawn to it. 

Sir John Thompson also introduced a 
bill to amend the aot respecting interest, 
tho object being to make judgments in 
British Columbia subject to intcrost at ft 
per cent. The bill wae read a first timo. 

Sir Richard Cartwright brought up tho 
matter of the adjournment of tho Public 
Accounts Committee in the morning with¬ 
out the transaction of any business owing 
to a misunderstanding as to the hour of 
meeting. After eoino discussion it wan ex- 
plained that tho uotices had boon sunt out 
calling the meeting for 10 a.m., whereas the 
understanding among members was that 
tho meeting should take place at 10.30 a.m. 
as usual. It was then agreed that the com¬ 
mittee should meet on Thursday and again 
on Friday. 

Hon. Mr. Foster last night gave notice 
that ho will movo that tho House go into 
committee on tho whole on the following 
resolution: That It is expedient to provide 
that tho governor in council may enter 
into a contract for a term not exceeding 10 
years with any individual or company for 
the performance of a fast wjeklv steamship 
service between Canada und tho United 
Kingdom, making connection with a French 
port on such terms am. conditions as to 
the carriage of mails otherwise as the 
governor in council deems expedient, for a 
subsidy not exceeding the sum of $750,000 
a year. 

Tariff revision was substantially closed 
yesterday. A great many more changes in 
small details were made this afternoon and 
evening. Yarns havobeon put on a specific 
duty basis. The tree list has been extended. 
Materials to be used in the manufacture of 
mackintoshes and high-class waterproof 
clothing are to be admitted at a low duty. 
The tariff as revised will be printed at once. 

The evening session was passod in supply, 
items for tho administration of justice being 
under discussion. 

The name of Mr. Cockburn is mentioned 
as one of tho Canadian representatives at 
tho Intercolonial Conference at Ottawa 
next month. Mr. Foster and Mr. Bownll 
will also be delegates. It may be that 
after thsir conference Mr. Howell’s and Mr. 
Cockburn’s names will come up tor knight¬ 
hood. 

It is understood that there will be no 
volunteer camps in Ontario in June and, it 
may be. none at all this year. The Militia

Tba Upper House a flnlwnrk Agatuat 
Fnrllnmantarr Intrigue. 

Loudon, May 30. —Lord Salisbury, in a 
speech in London last evening, referred to 
the agitation against the House of Lords. 
Ho said he believsd that it was perfectly 
hopeless to try to sweep away the House of 
Lords, and equally hopeless to try to re¬ 
form the House of Lorde according to Lord 
Rgsobory’s plsD. He expected to hoar 
throughput the remainder of his life that the 
united strength of the Liberal party was 
going to abolish the Lords,snd ha ventured 
to prophesy thatthe Liberal party would live 
upon'this promise for many years. John 
Morley, he said, seemed to think that th^ 
Conservatives regarded the Lords aa a bul¬ 
wark to res st the current of popular pas- 
ion. . He (the speaker) would not olaimany 
uch power for the Lords. 

He believed that nothing could oppose a 
bulwark to popular pension, except an 
arrangement for deliberate and careful 
reference of any matter in dispute to the 
votes of the people like the arrangements 
existing in the U.8. and Switzerland. Bur 
that was not the greatest use of any 
second or upper parliamentary chamber. 
What suoh a Chamber had to meet was not 
popular passion, but parliamentary intrigue. 
It was the function of tlxjf Second Chamber 
to ensurq that the concessions made by the 
Government to secure the votes of its sup¬ 
porting groups did not result in legislation 
dangerous to the public weal. If the country 
desired to hear 1 <js of the House of Lords 
and to make it len dominant it must take 
care that Vne actions of the House of Com¬ 
mons harmonized with the wishes of the 
people,especially with the wishes of the peo- 

K le of England. Any House of Commons 

eartily backed by the people of England 
would mover hare much reason to com¬ 
plain of ^he v House f d Lords. 

The Imperial F»<1*-ration Leniroe Meets. 

Ottaw^ Ont., May 30.— The annual 
meeting oithe Imperial Federation League 
in Canada was held yesterday morning in the 
Parliament Buildings. Lieut.-Col. George 
T. Denison, Toronto, president, was the 
chairman. Mr. McCoun of Montreal moved 
“That any scheme of Imperial federation 
should embrace a commercial union us ne¬ 
cessary to its strength and permanency, 
that such union should be based as nearly 
asjpracticable upon free trade throughout 
the empire, ana upon the imposition of an 
extra duty on foreign imports, with few sx 
caption's, to provide funds for Imperial de 
fence.” 


A FIGHT FOB FREE LUMBER. 

Populist Senators *Deslre Logs. Lumber 
und Shingles Free. 

Washington, May 30 —The Tariff bill 
was taken up, the question bging on the 
amendments to the lumber schedule offered 
yesterday by Senator Hale to put a duty of 
$1 per thousand teet on new-sawed boards 
and on sawed lumber $2 per thousand feet, 
and by Mr. Pepper to put undressed lum 
ber on the free list and impose a duty of 25 
cents per thousand feet export, side-planed 
or finished; 50 cents when tongued and 
grooved and 75 cents when planed on both 
sides and toogued snd grooved. 

The matter was discessed at great length. 
Finally the question came to a vote. The 
amendments wer# rejected, 17 to 27, end 
then Mr. Hale offered another amendment, 
reducing the existing duty on sawed lum- 
, ber from |2 to $1 a thousand feet. This 
amendment was also rejected, 14 to 30. 

Mr. Allen (Pop., Neb.) offered sn amend¬ 
ment putting on the free list logs, lumber, 
shingles and such building materials as are 
commonly used in the construction of 
dwelling houses, barns and fences. He 
warned Democratic Senators that their bill 
would not be swallowed by him and other 
Senators of his party without soma modifi¬ 
cations. Without action on Mr. Allen’s 
amendment the bill was laid aside with the 
arrangement, by unanimous oonsent, that 
the lumber schedule will be disposed of on 
Thursday without any further discussion. 

Rxpress M*n»S|«r Morgan Acquitted 

Hamilton, May 30.— John H. Murdrn, 
formerly an express messenger, was tried 
before Judge Muir yesterday on a charge of 
stealing two package#, containing $1500, 
consigned in his charge to AUiston. He 1 
was acquitted.

Difficult to Detent tlie Dlffnreuoo Jletwnen 
the Con i eg I mis nml Non-Cnntiiglous 
Pleuro—lhe Animal Thought to Hava 
“Transit Pneumonia"—Motion to Maks v 
the Kmbitrgo Permanent. 

London, May 30. —In the House of Com¬ 
mons yesterday Dr. Faiquhnrson, member 
for Aberdeenshire, asked Mr. Herbert Gar¬ 
diner,President of tim Board of Agriculture, 
if the Government would adopt the sugges¬ 
tion ot Prof. Adams of Montreal, to cause 
careful bacteriological observations to be 
made in suspieiouscaaesof lungtronble which 
might bo detected in cattle imported from 
Canada, thereby elucidating the difficult 
points in the diagnosis which urn admitted 
to exist between the earlier stages oi con¬ 
tagious and non-contagious pleuro-pneu- 
monia. 

Mr. Gardiner said that so f*»r an tho Gov¬ 
ernment had been able to gather bacterial 
observations of these cases had not hilherio 
yielded uny valuable results, as uo specific 
germ hud thus far been identifi'd with 
pleuropn<Mimoiua. 

In committee of supply, Mr. Long, 
member for West Derby Division of Liver¬ 
pool, speaking in behalf of Mr. Cmtplin, 
who was President of the Board of Agri 
culture in Loid Salisbury’s Cabinet, called 
attention to the regulations restrict¬ 
ing the importation of Canadian 
cattle. Neither he for his friends, 
ho said, wished to exclude from Oreut 
Britain cattle from countries where disease 
wua not suspected; but immunity lo British 
herds was to be secured only bv preventing 
the importation of cattle from countries 
where there was the slightest suspicion of 
disease or where disease possibly existed 
without the knowledge of either the ex¬ 
porters, tho Government or the British 
authorities. 

Contagious pleuro pneumonia, he main¬ 
tained, was bo difficult of detention ami fre¬ 
quently so long latent that it w is virtually 
impossible for tho Government to remove 
the present restricti«na while the present 
conditions existed. He, therefore, asked 
the Government for assurance that tho pre¬ 
sent restrictions should not be removed tor 
a long time to eoipc. 

Mr. Gardiner, President of tho Board of 
Agriculture, assured Mr. Long and his 
friends that the Government dealt with the 
question purely with the view of protecting 
the health of British herds. The Govern¬ 
ment, he said, oettainly had no thought of 
allowing ita policy in this matter to he regu¬ 
lated by fear that facilities for importation 
migh lessen the prices of home slock, 
[Heat, hear.i All the Government could 
do was to exercise careful judgment on the 
best information available. The restrictions 
would not he removed until the Govern¬ 
ment was satisfied that the risk was re¬ 
moved. The Government must reserve 
freedom of action in the matter and could 
not undertake to state what it would do at 
any specified period.

EXECUTION POSTPONED UNTIL 
AFTHH WALKEH’S TRIAL.

Ottawa, May 30.—The carpenters whs 
are at work on the scaffold at Brampton 
may oease their labors, as thtir handiwork 
will not be requirod for use on Friday. 
Walter MaoWherrell, the murderer of Jaa* 
ami Elisa Williams in the Middle-road, To¬ 
ronto Township, on I)oo. 14, 1893, has been 
reprieved, and for the present at least his 
ucck is safe. 

Owing to the press of Parliamentary and 
other work Sir John Thompson has been 
unable to go into the oase thoroughly and 
has not therefore made any report to His 
Excollency on the petitions presented. This 
has been reported to the judge, who haa 
tho powor under such circumstances to 
gram, a roprieve, and such reprieve has 
been granted until after the fall assixes, at 
which Walker is to be tried. 

MaoWherrell’s counsel, Mr. Robinette, 
was notified of the respite last evening and 
was naturally jubilant. MaoWherrell will 
be uotified of his extendod lease of life this 
morning. 

It is probable that an application for a 
change of venue will be tnaae in the ease of 
Walker.

Brampton, May 29.— Tho scaffold for 
MaoWherrell is about completed. The 
finishing touches will be put to it to¬ 
morrow. “J. R. Radclive, Toronto,” as 
the haugman registers himself at the 
Queen’s, says his improved and*huoy}pe 
method of ridding the eartfi of jniirda “* 
would not work in MacWherrelfY g 
Tho man is too light—the drop weight* 
would “lift him qyer the ckurdk,” 
explained the hangman, tnJIcafTBg SH Paul’s, 
a hundred yards from the j^jl. The old- 
fashioned method will be 'used on Mac- 
Wherrell, and he will get a drop of eight 
feet. Radclivo is introducing a new fea¬ 
ture, however, to tho old-style method, and 
that is thut when the condemned disappears* 
through the trap will he lost sight’of 
to the spectators just as o&cld&lly us if he 
woro dropped down a well. Tho affair that is 
erected in the jail yard looks for all the* 
world like the ordinary judge’s stand at a 
country race track. It is a square box affair, 
about 10 feet each way. It has four corner 
posts of (3x0 inch stuff, 12 feet long, and the 
sides are tight bonrded with 12-foot boards. 
Eight feet from the foundation is tho plat¬ 
form, with trap. .On each side is built in a 
square timber post, 1(3 feot from the 
ground, and connected at the 
lop with a stout beam—this is the 
scaffold. The scaffold is built 10 feot for¬ 
ward directly in a line with one of the rear 
jail doors. A gangway from the door will, 
run to the scaffold, having an olevation ot 
aheuL 18 inches at the instrument of death. 
Witnesses of the execution standing back 
about 20 feet from the scaffold will 
st-o MaoWherrell from the waist up, 
will so* the noose adjusted and 
the man disappear. Should there 
be any hitch and the rope not work right 
only one or two spectators, who may 
squeeze about a narrow doorway at the foot 
ot the scuffold, will be able to see what 
happens and that only darkly. 

MaoWherrell from the orison window 
yesterday saw the wagon load of 
lumber drive into the jail yard 
and surmised at once what it was for. 
The sulky, hard look came ou his face at 
once. 

This morning MaoWherrell complained 
about the sound of the hammering and 
asked that the heavy wooden doors at the 
end of t he corridor be closed to keep out 
the sound. His manner gives no appearance 
of failing nerves und he eats &ud sleeps well. 

Last Saturday a photographer took 
four photos of the prisoner, two in the cor¬ 
ridor and two in the yard. MacWherrell 
has beer, noxious lo gel photos ot himeelf 
to send to half a dozen friends. 

All cfUrtu to get at MacWharrell’s true 
name or history have failed. Hu slioks to 
a story that he has a sister married to 
Colonel Lindsay in the English service, and 
that hjs mother resides in the Highlands of 
Scotland.

Two Torontonians Killed on 
Near lirntitford. 


Crossing 


Toronto, May 3a — Mr. Robert Sm'th 
of Bdmund-street, Burkdale, for six 
years a traveler for the Home Kuowlrdgo 
Association, Bay-street, city, aurl Ins son 
Frank, nged about 30, wero killed at a 
railroad crossing at Cainsville, near Braut- 
ford, yesterday morning about 10 o'clock. 

Mr. Smith and his sou loft tbo city on 
Monday morning, this being the son’s first 
trip, preparatory to becoming a regulur 
traveler. On reachlug Brantford yesterday 
they hired a borso aud buggy and drove to 
Caiusvilie. Their business completed they 
were returning to Brantford, and when 
crossing the track G.T.U. express No. 01 
struck the buggy and killed the father in¬ 
stantly. The son was picked up and convey¬ 
ed to Brampton Hospital, whore be shortly 
after died.

Five Persons Drowned 

Picton, Ont., 30th.— A sad drowning ac¬ 
cident occured yesterday afternoon at 
Smith's bay, about eight miles from Picton 
Living near Smith's bay ami in the same 
house are two brothers named Lindsay. 
David Lindsay is married and has three 
children, the brother is not married. 
David Lindsay and hi -wife came to Pic 
ton yesterday and Alexander Lindsay took 
the throe children Alfred, Charles and 
Anna Louise, aged respectively 8, 12 and 
13, to the bay for ai. afternoon a fishing. 
Towards evening the boat was found float¬ 
ing towards shore capsized. Search was 
made and the four bodies were found all 
together iu about seven feet of water 
Later on in the evening and some time 
after the four bodies bad been recovered, 
Mr. William Ingram, a farmer living on 
the shore of the bay, was making enquiries 
about his wife who had taken a fishing pole 
during the afternoon and gone to the boy 
for a fish and had not returned. Search 
was again commenced at the spot where 
the other bodies were recovered and Mrs 
Ingram’s body was found about 1 o’clock 
this morning. It is not known how Mrs. 
Ingram came to the boat, but it is supposed 
she was fishing from the bank and when 
the Lindsays came along with the boat she 
joined them The bodies were all found in 
one place along side of gill net seine and it 
is conjectured they wort* lookiug over the 
side of the boat at the Lsb in the seine 
which caused tho boat to capsize. About 
twenty years ago there was a boat load of 
seven peop.e drowned almost at the same 
place, five of them belonging to the Pieroe 
family.
